would total about $250,000 plus an 
additional 
$750,000 
which 
the 
commission has spent in research. 
Carl O. Nickle, Progressive Con­ 
servative member of the Canadian 
parliament,

first declined 
to

But later, he said that it 
was the Dow Chemical Co. 
Nickle said the plant would be 
in operation by the end of the 
year and would employ uranium

The latest Harnischfeger m a­ 
chine was explained yesterday to 
members of the Escanaba Rotary 
Club on a tour of the tru ck crane 
plant at Escanaba, one of the city's 
largest industries. 
The 
Escanaba 
Lions Club toured the plant a few 
weeks ago. 
The “Mighty Mite” is a develop­ 
ment of Harnischfeger to meet the 
need of small contractors for an 
excavator that is efficient 
and 
economical. 
Step Up Production 
Several 
experimental 
models 
were m ade and tested before pru­ 
de 'Jon of the small excavator was 
begun. 
About 50 per cent of the truck 
crane plants production 
capacity 
will be devoted to turning out the 
“Mighty M ite” and if the demand 
holds up the production here may 
go to 90 per cent on the new m a­ 
chine, explained Manager Howard 
T;mms and Supt. Emil Zitner. 
The small excavator has a three- 
eighths-yard bucket and a capaci­ 
ty of IOO yards an hour. Produc­ 
tion is geared to turning out 32 
“Mighty Mites” in July. 
The Rotarians toured {he truck 
crane plant with its 106,000 square 
feet of floor space, which was built 
in 1948. 
Steel Shortage T hreat 
Between the truck crane plant 
and the welder plant the Harnisch­ 
feger Corporation employs a total 
of more than 600 persons. 
Timms explained that originally 


the com pany had started out mak­ 
ing truck cranes here. A crawler 
type machine of the same 
model 
was added. But today the plant is 
more 
truly 
a 
small .excavator 
m anufacturing plant, Timms said. 
Asked if the steel strike has ad­ 
versely 
affected 
the 
company's 
operations here, Timms reported: 
“So far we have not felt it, but 
when it does happen it will hap- 
: pen fast. As we get down to the 
bottom of the pile we will be stop- 
! ped cold.” 
At the present time -the biggest 
problem is the shortage of parts, 
Timms said. 
Make Most Parts 
Most of the parts for 
the 
m a­ 
chines produced here are made by 
Harnischfeger, except 
for some 
small m anufactured parts

they can be produced. 
Gears are not made at the plant 
here but they may 
be 
produced 
here in the future. Space is allot­ 
ed in the plant for a big machine 
I tool that is coming—a machine for 
boring, drilling and capping all in 
one operation. It will be used in 
work on the “Mighty M ite.” 
The layout of the 
truck 
crane 
plant is planned to utilize outdoor 
yard space for storage and some of 
the production operations, Timms 
explained.

HE key to future industrial expansion & Associates of Chicago, " ho have com­ 
pleted an electric power supply study for 
the city, describe the present wholesale 
rate as “very advantageous” and the city's 
retail rate as “equal to or below the aver­ 
age rate schedule of both publicly and pri­ 
vately owned utilities.” 
The consulting engineers also point out 
that whatever solution is found to the elec­ 
tric power shortage for the Escanaba area, 
the rates will have to go up. 
Cost of a steam-powered electric gener­ 
ating plant is estimated by the engineers at 
$4.500.000. 
The plant could be paid for 
from electric utility revenues with a 14 per 
cent increase in rates and also assure the 
city ol annual revenue almost the equival

Best Way to Stop Accidents 


Is to Identify Accident-Prone

Merry-Go-Round 
Another Triumph of Communist Efficiency

WASHINGTON — Attorney 
General 
Jam es McGranery has now been in office 
long enough to pass a snap judgment on 
one of the most important cases handled 
by his predecessors, the American Presi­ 
dent Lines, and to settle 
it 
in favor of the 
man to whom he owes a great 
debt for 
lamming his confirmation 
through 
the 
Senate—Pat Mcarran of Nevada. 
Therefore, ifs not unfair to call his at­ 
tention to certain things that have been 
going on around him which he should in­ 
vestigate. 
McGranery, when appointed, made elo­ 
quent promises of a corruption cleanup. 
Since his appointment he has 
made no 
moves in that direction, has appointed no 
one to handle a cleanup, ^nd indicates he 
will continue the chief-of 
the 
criminal 
division, Jam es Mclnerney, who 
should 
have been prosecuting corruption all along, 
but didn’t. 
Accordingly, here is the first of some 
“Memos to M cG ranery” regarding 
smelly 
situations 
existing right under his nose 
which he should detect by the smell—if his 
olfactory nerves aren’t deadened by long 
exposure to decay. 
‘‘MEMO TO MCGRANERV” 
Take a look, Mr. Attorney General, at 
the manner in which 8.633.000 pounds of 
rope—all the surplus rope in the national 
inventory—was sold to Russia. Also, please 
take a look at how the man who sold it is 
now dealing with the Navy Department, 
has his wife on the Navy payroll, and en­ 
tertains admirals and Navy officers at his 
home. 
The 
man 
in 
question is Walter Lester 
Henry Beecher Van Dyke, a m anufactur­ 
ers' agent or “five percenter,” living 
at 
Vienna, Va., a suburb of Washington. 
His purchase of rope for Russia -included 
about all the sisal and Heneqquen rope the 
Army had as surplus after the war. and it 
was sold in 1947, at a time when our rela­ 
tions with the Soviet were on the worsen­ 
ing side. 
Unfortunately, 
your old colleagues in 
Congress, 
Mr. Attorney General, 
were 
partly to blame for this, because they lis- j 
tened to the lobbyists after the war 
and ' 
passed a surplus property act requiring the I 
armed services to sell off their surplus to I 
the highest bidder. Russia came along as 
the highest bidder through Van Dyke, and 
so war assets carried out the law. 
FRONT FOR RUSSIANS 
In arranging the sale. Van Dyke m oi keel 
through 
the Rogers International Corp., 
which operated for the Soviet. After the 
bid was accepted June 30, 1947, the Army 
quite rightly rebelled at admitting Russian 
inspectors into Army warehouses to look at 
the rope. 
Therefore, Rogers International secured 
American inspectors to check the rope, re­ 
jected several thousand pounds, and tried 
to renegotiate the contract in order to buy 
at half price. The agreed price was only 
nine cents a pound. 
Meanwhile, 
non-Communist 
Finland, 
which has a record of paying its debts to 
this country, started searching frantically 
for rope, which w as hard to get. It offered 
19 cents a pound in New Orleans, 25 cents 
in San Francisco, for the same identical 
rope for which the Russians were paying 
nine cents. In the end, Finland managed to 
get the “damaged” rope, but the big bulk 
had already been shipped to “ undestined 
ports in the USSR” at half what the ta x ­ 
payers had to pay and far less than the 
Finns were eager to pay. 
SHIFT TO NAVY 
The man who engineered this deal has 
now shitted his operations to the Navy. He 
had a natural “ in” there because ii is wife, 
Mrs. Winifred Van Dyke, is a civilian em ­ 
ployee at Navy headquarters. Her record at 
the Navy seems to be satisfactory, though 
she admits receiving calls for her husband 
over her Navy telephone. 
However, 
through his wife, 
five-per­ 
center Van Dyke was able to cultivate the 
Navy brass, until his private bar on S at­ 
urday night looked like a small edition of 
a Navy officers’ club. 
His home, now valued at $75,000, fea­ 
tures a sumptuous bar in the basement, 
and since he bought the place he has put in 
$40,000 worth of improvements. 
Here Van Dyke throws lavish parties, 
sometimes featuring such delicacies 
as 
pheasant, wild duck, and champagne. Here 
Rear Adm. John Wood, 
chief of the Nor­ 
folk supply center, lived for several weeks 
last fab, while another high-ranking guest 
has been Capt. Fred Hotter, assistant chiel 
of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. 
Hotter, when questioned, denied know­ 
ing anything aoout Van Dyke's business, 
claimed the lobbyist had never 
discussed 
business or asked any favors from him.

One of the most pressing problem s ot to- 
lay is the prevention of accidents.

ands ot deaths are caused each year by 
mnccessary and avoidable accidents, and 
an hospitals offer constant testimony 
to 
he other thousands who are injured. 
There are many ot us who might now be 
\ mg injured in a hospital who have es- 
aped accidents as a result of precautions 
aken in numerous industries, salety meas- 
tres on the highways and other steps. Much 
lun e remains to be done. 
One problem is to identify those people 
vho are particularly likely to lie involved 
n accidents. In recent years such persons 
lie, e been called "accident-prone. 
In the* state of Connecticut, 
a six-yeui 
itudy showed that about 4 per cent of driv­ 
e s ol automobiles involved in traffic acci­ 
dents are involved in more than one-third 
it ..ll such accidents. 
I'll© same thing applies iii industry. For 
maniple, a large trucking company has re­ 
duced its accident rate to one-fifth of its 
previous record merely 
by 
discovering 
those drivers who were accident prone and 
hansfetring them to other duties. 
Ail this may mean life oi death lo the 
rest of us because at any tim e we may get 
tangled up at a stop light with someone 
who just cannot stay out of trouble.

LONDON — (iP — British Philoso­ 
pher Cyril E. M. Joad clucks his 
tongue disapprovingly at American 
kids in their cowboy suits and bob­ 
by socks. 
And he has a sigh of 
pity for them, too. 
"Poor little brutes.” he sighed 
yesterday—loud enough to be heard 
by the 2V2 million subscribers of 
the Sunday Dispatch, which car­ 
ries his column. 
Said the head of London Univer­ 
sity’s School of Philosophy—Ameri­ 
can youngsters eat their cake too 
early and get through it too quick­ 
ly. 
It is "this too-early m aturity 
in this m atter of m anners, cus­ 
tom s, habits and dress in Ameri­ 
cans 
which 
makes 
them 
reach 
such an early, uninteresting and 
uniform middle-age.” 
Because they are spoiled and 
abhor exercise, they grow up stoop-, 
shouldered, he contended. 
Their j 
“ pale, pasty faces are due to the 
i n c r e d i b l y high tem peratures 
which, by m eans of central heat­ 
ing. they maintain in their houses.” 
W hat shocked Joad was the ap­ 
pearance of a planeload of Ameri­ 
can "w ar baby” children who ar­ 
rived here last week to visit their 
British grandparents—: Tittle boys 
of seven years old dressed in check 
suits, long trousers and blue Trilby 
(snap brim) hats; children in cow- 
ooy suits and bobby socks; chil­ 
dren in violent tartans. 
"This m eans that the taste of 
those who dress them is itself the 
taste of children, for it is children 
—and, may one add. savages and 
birds—who are always a ttra c te d 
by anything which is bright, start­ 
ling, staring and different x x x.” 
The professor was sorrowful that 
the English m others of the tots 
“should have had the native good 
taste, which we hope they took 
with them to America, so rapidly 
corrupted.”

Hold Family Pow-Wow Before 
Making Merger

Remairiage requires even more 
thoughtful consideration than a 
first marriage does. The most seri­ 
ous problem usually centers around 
the children. That is what is both­ 
ering the widow who writes: 
(Q) “I am very much in love 
with a man who has four child­ 
ren, ranging from 12 to 17 years 
of age. I have three children, 
two sons in the service and a 
13-year-old daughter. My moth­ 
er advised me to marry a man 
with no family. She said child­ 
ren on both sides may bring un­ 
happiness. Do you agree?” 
(A) Children on both sides may 
bring unhappiness but it 
is 
not 
necessary. It is up to the parents to 
adjust things so that all of the 
children will get a fair deal and 
that there will be no favoritism. 
It is usually the wife who is re­ 
sponsible for any trouble there 
may be in a family where there 
are children who have no blood 
ties to one another.
